to place the agriculturat lands of 
the Colony as quickly as possible in 
the hands of those who would make 
Pa use of them, free of charge, 
tha# these lands ought not to be held 
by Government as a source of direct 
revénue from the sale thereof, wiil be 
as gratifying to the colonists as it was 
creditable to the gentleman who gave 
utterance to the sound and liberal sen- 


‘timént. We have long raised a warn- 


ing voice against the fatal error com- 
mitted by the Government of British 
Coldémbia—that of undervaluing and 
neglecting the agrarian interests of 
the country, while every energy has 
beer put forth and every dollar of re- 


vente expended in facilitating the de- 


velopment of resources which ought 
to,be utilized as an important means 
towards an infinitly more important 
end.. The Government has repeated- 
ly Ween warned in these columns 
against persisting in this foolish, and 
most injurious policy. But, we regret 


_ to hve to say, that until very recent- 


ly all these warnings have been unav- 
ailing, and the drain upon our gold 
mines has gone on without in any ap- 
preciable measure contributing to- 
wards the building up of an indus- 
trial‘raral population. Millions of gold 
have: passed out of the country every 
year for the purchase of supplies 
which might, and would, with prope™ 
manggement, have in great part been 
raise by our own people. Had pro- 
per attention been given from the 
first to the utilization of our own agri- 
cultural lands, had the Government 
evinded a becoming solicitude to have 
every’ article ot food raised on our 
own soil which could be raised, we do 
not hesitate to say that we would not 
to-day have to draw the great bulk of 
the fabd consumed by the miners from 
a foreign neighbor. The millions 
which have gone and are still going 
to entich the farmers of Oregon and 
California would have been employed 
in iming our own lands, and the 
rolling prairies and fertile valleys, 
still undistarbed by the husbandman’s 
plougbshare, would now be sustaining 
athrifty and industrious peasantry. 
Our pblicy with regard 1o the possess- 
ion anid occupation of the soil demands 
instant revision, if we would not see 
the thews.and sinews of the country 
depart. We don’t want in the least 
to depreciate the importance of other

Inone of those “lucid intervals” which 
have of late been, “like angels’ Visits, 
few and far between” the telegraph 
has transmitted a colamn of news, 
which, although provokingly meagre 
when touchingupogthe most important 
topics, will be found to’ possess more 


than ordinary \interest: The laconic 
announcement that, “The Queen has 


probably opened Parliament for the 
last time,” assuming that the authority 
upon which it is made is: good, imports 
that Her Majesty is about to abdicate 
in favor of her eldest son, Well, if itis 
the will of God, so let it be. For nearly 
thirty years “Victoria by the Grace 
of God” has reigned over, this vast and 
powerful Empire with a grace and be- 
nignity unparalelled in the history of 
our Nation. As a Sovereign she has 
been mild, dignified, and good. Asa 
woman, wife, mother, she has set an 
example worthy of imitation by every 
woman in her vast realm, nay by her 
sex the world over, an example which 
has, without doubt, exerted a silutary 
influence far and near. Somewhat ad- 
vanced in years, and with a heart still 
bleeding for the great loss she sustained 
in the untimely death! of. Albert the 
Good, the Queen doubtless yearns for 
that retirement and repose which she 
cannot well enjoy in her present re- 
lations; and although the great and 
loyal British heart must swell with 
regretful emotions at the severance of 
those bonds which have;been gaining 
strength these thirty ‘years, come 
when it will, yet the géwd sense of a 
grateful people will hardly grudge 
their beloved Sovereign. that rest-and 
quiet she so much needs. Wiil not 
the loss of the Queen be somewhat 
tempered by the reflection that the 
sceptre which she lays down will be 
taken up,by the Prince of Wales? 
The equally laconic announcement 
which reaches us from’ the capital of 
Canada, to the effect that “Prince Al- 
fred will be the first Governor and 
Viceroy of Canada under Confedera- 
tion,” points to a prediction made in 
these columns when the reat scheme 
of a British American Empire was 
first gaining interest. “Perhaps no- 
thing could be more gbateful to the 
British American heart, ér tend more 
to stimulate and strengthen the move- 
ment than such an arrangement. With 
the Prince of Wales upon the throne 
of Great Britain and Prince Alfred 
wielding the seeptre of British Amer- 
ica, Queen Victoria might “well retire 
into that quiet denied ker now, and 
gfide down the declivity of life with 
a serene mind and a contented if not 
a happy heart. The Reform furor 
appears to be gaining strength and 
volume. Never since the great Re- 
form agitation in 1832 has the deliv- 
ery of the Royal speech from the 
Throne been interrupted till now. It 
must indeed have been ynder strong 
sense of grievance, real or imaginary, 
that Englishmen gave Atterance to 
noisy demonstrations af such a place 
and upon such an vecasign. For more. 
than thirty years the Royal Speech 
has been listened to with grave and 
reverential attention. That speech 
promises a moderate concession; but 
it remains to be seen whether the Der- 
by Ministry will prove itself sufficient 
for the trying occasion. It is earnest- 
ly hoped that the mode guggésted for 
the settlement of existing differences 
between the two great powers of the 
old and the new worlds will be found 
effective, and that more dolid ‘and en- 
during relations may be established 
for the future. :

Mr. Bar- 
nard, “That an Address be presented 
to His Excellency she Governor, urging 
the desirability of having the. Indian 
Reserves of the Colony reduced to 
what is necessary, for the actual use 
of the Natives, and to have such re- 
serves properly défined, the remainder 
to be thrown oper for settlement.” 

The hon. movef said the District “he 
had the honor to;represent was pro- 
bably more interested in this matter 
than any other Djstrict in the Colony. 
In the ‘Lhompson River Country very 
large reservations, had existed ; but he 
was happy to have an opportunity of 
complimenting thé hon. the President, 
upon the success Mwhich attended his 
efforts to curtail these reserves, during 
the past year. fhdre were still, he be- 
lieved, other reserves in the interior 
and.central parts of the Colony that 
needed to be rediced. On the Lower 
Fraser ridiculously large and illdetined 
reservations still dxisted, although the 
matter had been sabject of complaint 
for years. He regrétted to have to say 
that the Government had not given this 

uestion the atteation to which its 
importance entitled it. In visiting the 
various settlements on the Lower Fra- 
set, last fall, he Was most agreeably 
surprised at the extent ‘of improve- 
ments made by settlers, and he. hoped 
in a few days to pliice before the House 
statistics which hesthought would sar- 
prise hon. members. But, almost 
everywhere he wag met with this In- 
dian Reserve grievance. Perhaps the 
strongest case was¢that at Chilliwack, 
where an Indian réserve of something 
like ten thousand ¢cres was locked up 
in the very heart offin important white 
settlement, fora tube of Indians not 
numbering over 30U:souls, men, women 
and children, and he was intormed that 
less than 50 acres of ;that large reserve 
was in actual use! “here were several 
other cases lower gown the river, in 
some of which very great annoyance 
and injury had beep caused to the set- 
tlers. '‘Chese reserves not only locked 
up large tracts of good land, generally 
in the most accessible locations, but 
they made a serious break in the set- 
tlements, and tended to bring the two 
classes into collisioy..
